EORGE FE. SOKOLSKY, in 
his column dated October 
1, 1952, calls the attention of

Stokes wanted to know whether 
the British government had made 
any representations to the Tito 
regime in Yugoslavia about re- 
storing full freedom for Archbis- 
hop Aloysius Stepinac in Zagreb. 


Since his conditional release 
from. imprisonment last year, 
Archbishop Stepinac has been 
confined to his native village of 
Krasik, near Zagreb, and cannot 
function as a Bishop. The British 
foreign secretary recently paid an 
official visit to Belgrade and Tito 
is expected to pay a state visit 
to London some time next year. 

Mr. Eden told his questioner 
that he believed the Yugoslav 
government to be aware of Brit- 
ish views concerning matters of 
religious toleration. He added 
that he knew that representations 
in this respect had been made in 
Belgrade by his American “oppo- 
site number.” This is taken to 
reior to Dean Acheson, U.S. Secre- 
tary of State.

Lateran, and if your Church His- 
tory is ragged, you may wonder 
who Saint John Lateran was. The 
name is a little misleading, for the 
Basilica—or church—is really ded- 
icated to two Saint Johns—the 
Baptist and the Evangelist. The site 
on which the basilica stands was 
the location of the palace of the 
Laterani family, and from this fact 
comes the name. 

The Basilica of Saint John 
Lateran is the oldest and the first 
among the four great basilicas of 
Rome. (“Basilica comes from the 
Greek “basilike,” which meant a 
palace or a handsome building, and 
the name is now applied to priv- 
lleged churches like St. Peter’s and 
that of St. John Lateran.) It is the

St. Peter’s in Rome is now used 
for more elaborate functions than 
St. John’s, but the title still rests 
iwith the older church. St. Peter’s 
‘is closer to Rome’s inner city; it is 
‘larger and has more art treasures; 
and the students at the Vatican 
Seminary assist at services. - 


But St. John Lateran is still the 
‘cathedral church. Many encyclo 
'pedias will tell you that Constan- 
‘tine helped to build it with his 
‘own hands, but the truth seems to 
ibe that he gave it to the Catholic 
|'Church after he had restored peace 
'in the year 311. The original build- 
‘ing was the family home of the 
Laterani, and some remnants of 
that original building have been 
unearthed. 


Not much remains, however, for 
the palace—or church—was_ de- 
stroyed first by the Vandals from 
Germany, and then again by an 
earthquake. Twice it was burned 
down, but after each catastrophe 
it was rebuilt. Meanwhile, the 
|Popes used it their residence 
‘and St. John Lateran was the cen- 
iter of Christian activity for a thou-

'residence to Avignon, France, and 
\when they returned, the Vatican 
‘became the official residence. 

The Basilica of St. John Lateran 
‘is still an important church. Among 
‘its most precious relics are the 
‘heads of Saints Peter and Paul, 
‘which are preserved here. Five

St. John Lateran is a fine ex- 
‘ample of the old Catholic Church- 
‘es, and the true basilica is built 
'in that ancient form, with a ground 
‘plan shaped like a cross. For the 
first 300 years of Church history, 
Catholics met either underground 
or in private homes. Then, when 
peace came under Constantine, an 
‘era of construction began. These 
first churches were often magnifi- 
‘cent structures. They were built 
| with the sanctuary at the east end, 
so that the congregation might 
pray facing the east, the direction 
from which Christianity had come 
to Rome and the West. 


The Basilica of St. John Lateran 
is just such a cathedral. It is the 
cathedral church of the oldest 
diocese in one of the oldest cities 
‘in the world. After twenty centur- 
jes of invasion, attack; fire and 
earthquake, St. John Lateran still 
stands—just as does our Holy
